WATCHED BURNING 

From the deck of a neighboring 
earrier a few hundred yards dis- 
tant. I watched the Bunker Hill 
burn. It is hard to believe that 
men could survive those flames, 
or that metal could withstand such 
heat. 

One minute our. task force was 
eruising in lazy circles about 60 
miles off Okinawa without a care 
in the world and apparently with- 
out a thought of an enemy plane. 
The next, the Bunker Hill was a 
pillar of flame. It was as quick 
as that—like summer lightning. 

The Oriental equivalent of Lady 
Luck certainly was riding with Ja- 
pan’s suicide corps today. Fleecy 
white. low-hanging clouds studded 
a bright sky to conceal the intrud- 
ers from lookouts manning all the 
stations on the ships of Task Force 
58. Not until the Japs began their 
final. screaming plunge from the 
cover of these clouds did the kami- 
kazes become visible.

WASHINGTON, June 27.—(#) 
Edward R. Stettinius, just before 
announcement of his resignation 
as secretary of state today called 
for quick senate approval of the 
United Nation charter and Sen.

Man- 
denberg, Republican, Michigan, 
and other delegates arrived from 
San Francisco in a giant Army 
transport plane, They were greet- 
ed by a cheering crowd of 200 
officials and other welcomers. 

“We have completed the 
charter,” Stettinius said in a pre- 
pared statement. “We have just

INDEPENDENCE, Mo., June 27.—(UP)—President Tru- 
man today revealed that he had accepted the resignation of 
Secretary of State Edward R. Stettinius as secretary of state 
and that he had appointed him to the all-important post of 
this nation’s representative on the United Nations Council. 


In Washington, Stettinius pledg- | 
ed to “give the best that is in me” 
to carry on in his new task. 

Mr. Truman made the announce- 
ment at a press conference in his | 
home: town after flying here from | 
the San Francisco’ conference, 
which he addressed at its closing 
session last night. 

The chief executive said that 
Stettinius’ title will be representa- 
tive of the United Nations, Amer- 
ican member of the security coun- | 
cil and chairman of the United | 
Nations delegation in the general | 
assembly when the organization | 
is f#rmed. | 
BYRNES SEEN FOR POST | 

Mr. Truman also announced he} 
would nominate a _ successor to 
Stettinius next Monday or Tues-| 
day. Every indication here was) 
that the new secretary would be 
James F. Byrnes, the President’s 
old friend and former supreme 
court justice. 

The President revealed the text 
of a letter he had sent to Stettini-| 
us, in which he said he had asked 
him to remain at his post despite 
a proffered resignation on the day 
following the death of Mr. Roose- 
velt, in order to carry out the 
work for peace then under way. 

The President requested Stet- 
tinius to serve as his personal rep- 
resentative in working with mem- 
bers of the preparatory commis-

So they’re again cutting down on 
the quota. 

“For example, in the July-Au- 
gust-September quarter of last 
vear. industrial users of sugar got 
an allotment equal to 80 per cent 
of the sugar they used in the same 
quarter of 1941. But in the same 
quarter this year, the refiners are 
cutting their deliveries to 55 per | 
eent of the quantity delivered in| 
the same month of last year. That |

cept bakeries, which will receive 
2 quota of 60 per cent. |

“In other words, the refiners are 
reducing their deliveries below the 
OPA quotas, They: just can't get 
hold. of the sugar.”” |

bought “off-shore sugar,” that is, | 
gugar in the foreign market. Now, 
when there is no such market, he | 
can’t make a connection with a do- 
mestic refiner. 

Smitfi said that OPA gets plenty 
ef complaints from householders, 
particularly in smaller communl- 
ties in the Atlanta area. In many 
cases, he says, the wholesalers 
just can’t supply their customers.

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Jap Communications 
Nationalized in Crisis 


WASHINGTON, June 27.— 
(UP)—Fearful Japan, her crowd- 
ed, bomb-torn islands already de- 
pendent on relief supplies from 
the Asiatic mainland, put all com- 
munications under government 
control tonight in an effort to 
hold the empire intact against 
American sea-air might. 

The Tokyo radio announced 
that under Premier Kantaro Su- 
zuki’s new rule by decree all pos- 
tal, telegraph, telephone and radio 
communications would be rigidly 
supervised effective July 1. 

The step was taken to “cope 
with thesconversion of the home- 
land into a battlefield,” the offi- 
cial broadcast explained, and “in 
order to maintain efficiency ab- 
solutely in the face of any situ- 
ation,” such as the isolation of 
Vital areas. 

The government control pro- 
gram also envisages “urgent” 
measures to provide “facilities to 
suppress hostile radio broadcasts,”

Japanese military commenta- 
tors, quoted by Tokyo, with their 
fright of immediate invasion sub- 
siding, said that following the con- 
quest of Okinawa the Americans’ 
“strategic plan will most probably 
be to cut up the Japanese main- 
land by air attacks on various 
cities and industrial centers and 
to keep these bits separate.” 


Asserting that a pre-invasion 
pattern similar to that in Norman- 
dy would be carried out, the ene- 
my broadcasts said one American 
goal would be to “sever communi- 
cations between Japan and the 
China continent in order to ham- 
per the transport of fighting 
forces, military supplies and food- 
stuffs into our homeland.” 


RELIEF FOR HOMELESS 


Coincidentally, a Domei dis- 
patch transmitted by wireless dis- 
closed that the bombed-out resi- 
dents of Japan’s larger industrial 
cities were receiving relief .sup- 
plies of clothing, bedding, soap 
and paper from their colonist 
countrymen in Shanghai. 

A flood of Tokyo broadcasts 
told how the nation was batten- 
ing down for the predicted hard- 
ships of intensified bombing, hun- 
ger and, ultimately, invasion. 

Representatives of the Greater 
Japan Political Association, Ja- 
pan’s totalitarian party, called on 
Premier Suzuki to demand strong- 
er “countermeasures” in the war 
crisis. They were assured by Su- 
zuki and his agriculture minister,

planes off Okinawa May 11. 

He stumbled while going 
through a large, water and smoke 
filled compartment on third deck 
—but made his way to the dress- 
ing station to save life of man. 


Taylor was on the deck watch 
when the Japs hit and fought 
fires on the flight deck with one 
of the most heroic crews that ever 
saved a ship. The scarred and bat- 
tered carrier is now undergoing 
repairs here. 


Taylor's wife and parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Rucker T. Taylor, live 
in Richland. 

Patrick W. Blair, 29, chief phar- 
macist’s mate, son of Mrs. Ellas 
Blair, 1420 Victor avenue, Colum- 
bia, S. C., was one of the busiest 
men aboard. He had charge of the 
main sick bay on the third deck 
and remained on the job. ... 
“I’m not sure how many days.” 


Hundreds of wounded, burned 
and suffocated men were treated 
there under Blair’s careful min- 
istrations. All medical officers 
were working elsewhere, unable 
for hours to reach Blair’s ‘station 
because of intense smoke and fire. 
“We had too much heavy smoke 
in the sick bay, no fresh water 
and no lights, but we kept going 
anyway. Later, we used battle 
lamps—portable ones with bat- 
teries—and we got fresh water 
from a cruiser that came along- 
side,” Blair recalled. 

Blair has been in the Navy three 
years and aboard the Bunker Hill 
since she was commissioned. 

“I was scared as bad as I’ve 
ever been scared,” L. G. Bellamy, 
25, boatswain’s mate second class, 
of Ocean Drive, S. C., commented. 

He was at the gun station when 
the aircraft carrier was hit. As 
mount captain, he remained there 
throughout heroic and successful 
efforts to conquer fires, despite 
some smoke at the battle station. 
Bellamy has been in the Navy 
since October, 1940, and aboard 
the Bunker Hill since she was 
commissioned. His wife lives with 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Grover 
Bellamy, in Ocean Drive.

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The President and Stettinius Act Wisely 


Edward S. Stettinius has resigned as 
secretary of state and iccepted a new po- 
sition, that of United States representative 
to the United Nations. 


President Harry S. Truman, in accept- 
ing the resignation and appointing Mr. 
Stettinius to the new position, properly 
termed it one of the most important ap- 
pointive positions and one of the most 
responsible. He said, too, that no man was 
more fitted to take the post than the man 
who had had so much to do with the di- 
rection of the conference now concluded 
at San Francisco with a charter signed by 
all 50 member nations. 


It was a happy solution. Mr. Stettinius 
merited the confidence of the President. 
He had done a good job. But Mr. Stet- 
tinius knew also that his position as sec- 
retary of state was complicated by virtue 
of his being appointed shortly before Mr. 
Roosevelt’s death. He knew, too, that Mr. 
Truman, in view of the law of succession, 
ought to have the right to have in the job 


of secretary of state a man close to him. 
So, with proper regard for the niceties of 
the situation, Mr. Stettinius showed the 
character and understanding expected 
from him by submitting his resignation. 


The President has said he will appoint 
the secretary of state next week on his 
return to Washington. Few doubt but that 
it will be James F. Byrnes, of South Caro- 
lina. A former United States senator, for- 
mer member of the supreme court and 
“assistant president,” in his capacity as 
war mobilizer, “Jimmy” Byrnes will be a 
popular party choice. He is not without 
experience and he will make easier the 


job of bringing about an overwhelming | 


ratification of thé charter by the senate. 
While there will be minor objections to 
his appointment, it nevertheless will be 
generally regarded as conservative and 
satisfactory. The net result will be a 
stronger administration. One may look 
forward to a good performance by Mr. 
Byrnes. 


‘--and Make It a Living Thing 


At San Francisco the modern ark of 
peace has found dry ground after tossing 
for years on war-torn seas. A modern 
dove of peace, a United Nations charter, 
has been launched on the uncertain seas 
of ratification. 


That the seas may prove calm is the 
hope of all men and women of good will 
everywhere. That ratification will come 
quickly is probable. All over the world 
people are hungry for peace. There is a 
greater demand for peace than at the end 
of the first World War. The world is 
wearier and the war has lost all the glamor 
it possessed in bygone years. 


The United States has played a leading 
part in the writing of the charter. There 
is every reason to believe it will take the 
lead in ratifying it. 


' President Harry S. Truman addressed 
the conference on its last day. He prop- 
erly praised the delegates for their devo- 
tion to the task and for their accomplish- 
ment in setting up machinery to care for 
the problems of peace when the peace 
treaties are signed. 


The conference was a triumph over 
cynicism, ,over obstructionists and over 
those of little faith who began talking 
failure and seeking to obstruct before the 
meeting actually opened. It demonstrated 
that every one of the 50 nations signing 
the document, the great powers included, 
sincerely wanted peace. They each made 
concessions, as did many of the smaller 
nations. The great powers were willing to 
compromise. The result is not a perfect 
document, but it is stronger than the 
League of Nations structurally and spiritu- 
ally. 

This nation, having rejected that path 
to peace and choosing one which led to 
war, will hardly fail to join in this com- 
mon search for lasting peace. 


As President Truman so truly said, 
“The time for action is now. Let each of 
us in his own nation, and according to its 
own way, seek immediate approval of this 
charter—and make it a living thing.” 

From the graves of the war dead, from 
the lips of the sick and wounded, from 
the tongues of those locked in.conflict, will 
come a fervent and solemn “Amen.” 


Friends Who Will Not Forget 


For five vears the British War Relief 
Society has been a not unimportant factor 
in the expression of sympathy and friend- 
ship sent from this country to Great Brit- 
ain during the years of war trial and war 
suffering. 


The Atlanta committee of that society, 
under the untiring leadership of its chair- 
man, Mrs. Albeft E. Thornton, has con- 
tributed this city’s share in the material 
evidence of that spirit, a share not only 
full, but pressed down and running over. 


The generosity of Atlantans has thus 
been evidenced in a large mobile canteen, 
bearing this city’s name, which was a fa- 
miliar sight as it brought warm food and 
drink and other comforts to victims of 
bomb and robot plane in innumerable 
spots in Britain. Thousands of new and 


used garments have gone from here to 
keep warm Britons who lost their all when 
their homes were bombed and hundreds 
of ‘British children were made happy by 
toys made by the children of Atlanta 
schools, when there would, otherwise, 
have been no toys at all. 


Such a contribution to international 
amity cannot be measured in material 
things. It is as a service of international 
friendship, a service that by its very sin- 
cerity creates new friends and strength- 
ens old friendships, that it makes its 
greater contribution. 


For generations to come the memory 
of what was thus provided, in an hour 
of urgent need, will help to hold unbroken 
the chains of understanding that bind in 
peaceful unity the two great English- 
speaking nations of the world.

Ratification 
Isn't Always Easy 


Bravely forth on the Ratification highway 
goes the United Nations charter. There ought 
to be few obstacles in its way. There will be 
of senatorial diehards who will becloud the issue. 


But, even the Republican leaders seem genuinely to believe 
in the charter, which is a good thing for the Republican party. 
That party bears the onus of having prevented ratification of 
Woodrow Wilson’s League of Nations and every schoolboy knows 
that the path they led us on led straight to war. We will never 
know whether Wilson’s plan would have worked or not. What we 
do know is that the opposing plan didn’t work. The Republican 
party could hardly stand in opposition to this charter and appar- 
pes does not wish to do so. Which is fortunate for all con- 
cerned, 


I never see the word ratification but that I think of the terrific 
political struggle for ratification of the Constitution of the United 
States. The document, which when amended became an excellent 
piece of machinery for government, is regarded as a holy sort of 
document which sprang full-born from divinely inspired men. Great 
document it is, as amended. But it is only to be regretted we don’t 
teach the truth about it. It was ratified only by the usual political 
methods of trades and deals and pressures. We live by politics 
and politics means compromise, as the United Nations conference 
demonstrated. There would have been no charter without com- 
promise. Therefore, the charter is not a perfect document and 
will have to be revised as progress and necessity indicate. 

The Constitution of the United States was a 
Give and Take give-and-take document and, when finished 
and sent out for ratification, was lacking in the most important 
features it possesses today—the first 10 amendments. 


But the struggle for ratification is one of the great American 
political stories. The constitution was not too popular with farmers. 
Therefore, the political manipulators arranged for state conventions 
because it was hoped they would be less under the influence of 
agrarian domination than the state legislatures. That set the fash- 
ion for “constitutional conventions.” 


The lines were drawn. On one side were the creditors. mer- 
chants, financiers, large land owners and so on under the leadership 
of Hamilton, Madison and Jay. They wrote the “Federalist” pam- 
phiets and they remain today the most brilliant collection of 
public papers in the long history of political science. 


Opposed were the small farmers and Populists, led by George 
Clinton in New York, Patrick Henry, George Mason and R. H. Lee 
in Virginia and others in the several states calling themselves the 
anti-Federalists. The constitution was not received as were the 10 
amendments. 


Weather and lack of transportation kept down the balloting for 
delegates. It was estimated that there were not more than 120,000 
men who had the right to vote out of our approximately 4,000,000 
inhabitants. Had universal suffrage prevailed to the extent it does 
today ratification of the constitution very probably would have 


failed. 

The Vote The pro-constitution margin was slight in all states 
except Georgia, Delaware, New Jersey and Connecti- 

cut. Pennsylvania, Virginia and Massachusetts ratified it only 

after it was agreed to submit amendments containing a bill of rights. 


In New York the Federalists won by only three votes. North 
Carolina refused to act. In Rhode Island, where it was submitted 
to a direct vote of the people instead of to a state convention, the 
proposal was overwhelmingly defeated. It was regarded as very 
questionable in New York, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, Virginia 
and South Carolina whether a majority of voters actually partici- 
pated in the elections for state conventions. There was every 
ig reap constitution was saved because “it was in the hands of 
its friends.” 


It was in the election for popularly elected representatives that 
the first division in American politics came, later to be dramatized 
by the fight between the two leaders, Jefferson and Hamilton. 


Hamilton despised the people. The only persons fit to govern, 
he said, were the well-to-do and those with wealth. “All communi- 
ties,” he said, “divide themselves into the few and the many. The 
few are the rich and the well-born. The other the mass of people. 
... The people seldom judge or determine right.” 6 


This was odd, seeing that Hamilton’s obscure beginnings indi- 
cated him to be an unclaimed illegitimate child whose early lot was 
poverty and charity. Perhaps the psychologists have the answer. 


Whatever the explanation of that, it was he whose brilliant po- 
litical maneuverings and machinations first made possible the 
agreement to write a constitution. And it was he who supplied the 
impetus for ratification. The political structure he built has been 
the framework within which all our political party battles have 
been fought down to this day and the division remains about the 
same agrarian interests vs. the “protective” industrial party. He is 
one of our great geniuses in our long annal of political history.

My only expenses were for a little pipe tobacco, a couple of 
suits of overalls, a pair of work shoes and the leather with which 
I resoled them myself, in evenings after the day’s work was done. 
And a few other similar, inexpensive items. 

At the end of eight months in that job, I had saved more than 
$90 out of total wages of $120. There have been many years since 
then when, out of far larger wages, I have been unable to count 
myself $90 ahead on the year’s work.

over essential expenditure.

With the 
constant impulsion to improve our modes of life, to add to con- 
veniences and iuxuries, to open the individual door to the riches 
of the world, man would not have progressed beyond the cave- 
dwellers’ age. 

It is well to seek, always, the better ways of living. Yet it is 
only to follow a mirage if you believe that happiness is to be found 
in possessions, that the job of life can be measured by the figures 
in an investment statement. 

Happiness consists in peace and in contentment with what one 
has; it is found in the proper use of life and in the expression of 
individuality in any surroundings. 

The man to envy, if envy you must, is not the one who lives in 
a vast mansion. He is, actually, merely running a hostel-for too 
large a collection of domestic servants. He is worried always by 
the necessity of keeping up an appearance commensurate with the 
mansion and the estate he has hung around his metaphorical neck. 


The man to envy is he who has just what he needs for comfort 
and peaceful living, with an income sufficient for his wants. Who 
has a quiet, nice little home, large enough but no more. A garden 
he can maintain in neatness whether he can find a yardman to 
hire or not. 

However, if you would be really content, there must be no man, 
in mansion or in cottage, you are even tempted to envy. You must 
be satisfied with your own life. 

Possessions common to all of us, today, were not so long ago 
the luxuries of a scant few. It is good to have those possessions, 
so long as they contribute to ease and content and peace. It is 
when you become the slave of possessions that you would be better 
off, by far, in the simplicity of comparative poverty, in the peace 
that arises from lack of worry over possible loss.

who observed something to the effect that an income of 21 shillings 
with an expenditure of 20 shillings meant happiness, whereas an 
outgo of 21 shillings with an income of 20, meant misery. 


You will find, all through life, that pecuniary sufficiency is a 
mirage which constantly retreats. * 


The man or woman with an income of $2,000 hungers for luxuries 
impossible on such a budget, but thinks life would be perfect if the 
income was increased to $3,000. That goal attained, financial satis- 
faction is soon further away than ever. Now content is seen if the 
income was $5,000. With that sum, the need jumps to $10,000. 
And so on, in progressive ratio. 

Improved financial status is desirable, within certain limits. 
But he who believes contentment can be measured by the dollar 
mark is pursuing a false will o’ the wisp.

Security Pact Sure 
Of Senate Approval 


WASHINGTON.—Now that the charter for the 
maintenance of world peace has been worked out 
and signed by the United Nations Conference at 

San Francisco, it is interesting to note that all competent observers 
are agreed it will command the overwhelming support of the senate. 

Only a handful of senators is expected to rise in opposition to 
ratification of the charter. All of the advance polls taken of the 
senate indicate this clearly enough. 

The great historic San Francisco document, creating a new 
international organization to maintain peace and security and en- 
courage respect for the fundamental freedoms of all peoples, prome- 
ises to go through the American senate with flying colors. 

We did not co-operate in a similar movement after the last war, 
with the result that the League of Nations instrumentality of peace, 
as envisioned by Woodrow Wilson and incorporated by him into 
the Treaty of Versailles, became an ineffectual dream. A hostile 
senate scuttled the treaty and the League passed on to certain 


oblivion. 

et This time the outlook is far more prom- 
Outlook Promising ising. At the moment nothing seems 
more certain than that the senate will give a whopping majority 
to the charter, far more than the necessary two-thirds required for 
ratification. 

Several things are responsible for this changed American atti- 
tude. Two world wars within a single generation have been enough 
to give us a different outlook on the need for world co-operation 
in measures to enforce the peace. Many of those who were con- 
scientious isolationists 25 years ago have seen the world grow 
smaller in this time. 

For another thing, the splendid work of the American delegation 
at the San Francisco Conference has gone a long way in convincing 
the American people of the need for an international organization 
to preserve the peace. 

But in considering the success that is now in sight for the charter 
we should not forget to pay tribute to the man who conceived it and 
set its course so brilliantly. That man, of course, was the late 


President Roosevelt. 

: : Having witnessed the senate debacle over 
Avoided Pitfalls the League of Nations protocol and having 
attended sessions of the Versailles treaty conference, Mr. Roosevelt 
was determined to avoid the pitfalls which proved the undoing of 
Woodrow Wilson’s peace efforts. 

He had seen how President Wilson created bitter animosities in 
the senate by failing to take with him to Paris members of the 
senate. And Mr. Roosevelt had seen the disaster which came from 
linking the peace conference with a world security organization. 

The late President’s first brilliant stroke was in his decision te 
have the United Nations security conference meet separately and 
in advance of the peace conference. He did not even wait for the 
downfall of Germany before arranging for the San Francisco meet- 
ing, in fact. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s next wise move was in naming two prominent 
senators and two prominent house members as delegates to the 
conference, equally divided as between Democrats and Republicans.

The effect of the brilliant moves on the part of the late president 
was to divorce the conference from all taint of partisanship. 

How well the Roosevelt blueprints were conceived we are only 
now beginning to see. No one can deny him the major credit for 
the great work that has been done.

The Labor Relations Board has 
the powers of a court but does not 
even put up a pretense of impar- 
tiality. It is frankly against the 
employer in all cases and sits as a 


as prosecutors and as counsel for 
the complaining parties. 

The Wagner act drives millions 
of workers into unions against 
their will in violation of its own 
stated purpose to let them select 
their own bargaining agents. But 


‘the Wagner act does not provide 


that these unions shall conduct 


free internal elections or that they | 
shall be accountable to their mem- | 


bers for the thousands of millions 
of dollars which they collect as in- 
come taxes and the license to 
work. The Wagner act and the 
Labor Relations Board have never 
been concerned with the constitu- 


sult that Jimmy Petrillo, of the 
Musicians, for example, may sus- 
pend his entire constitution at will 
and persecute any member to his 
heart’s content, 

Among the quick reactions of 
those union bosses who have ex- 
ploited, robbed and betrayed labor 
and imposed on the patience of the 
whole nation, there has been a cry 
that compulsory arbitration to pre- 


vent strikes would be a denial .of | 


the right to strike. Those who ac-

the union movement, at high sal- 
aries and with no interruption of 
their pay, forget that the rank and 
file does not enjoy striking and

The high officials neg- 
lect the fact that as matters now 
stand, the employer is not only 
compelled to arbitrate but often is 
compelled to sign contracts even 
though he objects to the terms. 
They offer no reminder, either, 
that while the employer may be 
punished for violation of a contract 
signed under this cosnpulsion, no 
union ever is punished for viola- 
tion of the same contract nor can 
be under the Wagner law. 


The proposed Federal Labor Re- 
lations law offers a complete revi- 
sion of the Labor Administration 
under government but it is still 
short of some of the reforms that 
must be adopted regardless of the 
selfish opposition of the boss 
unioneer. It makes no provision 
that union constitutions must re- 
spect all the rights of citizens con-

Out here at the Yellow River 
farm, we have followed this prac- 
tice for some years, with varia- 
tions.

Superior type of milk cow and 


have succeeded to some extent. 
We keep the best bull we can af- 
ford and in our section there are 
many great ones. We buy as few 
heifer calves as we possibly can, 
producing and saving as many of 
our own as possible. Furthermore, 
we do noi sell springers as a rule, 
preferring to see what success our 
breeding program has had. The 
best milkers we save for nurse 
cows, disposing of the others in 
about two weeks after they fresh- 
en. We assign two to three heifer 
calves to each nurse cow, house 
them in the barn until the foster 
mother has accepted them as her 
own and then we turn them all 
out to p°sture together. The pas- 
tures maintain the mother and 
she maintains the little ones.

WASHINGTON, June 27.—(UP)—House-senate conferees today 
compromised the price control extension bill by voting to give Rep. 
Clinton P. Anderson the “last word” on food prices when he takes 
office as secretary of agriculture Saturday. 


They also equipped him with 
new powers to smash the black 
market in meats and route short 
supplies into legitimate channels. 

The compromise is subject to 
| approval by the house and senate. 


Final congressional action is_ ex- 
pected before Saturday when the 
present OPA law expires. Both 
houses previously agreed on a one- 
year extension of OPA. 

The conferees rejected a house 
amendment which would have 
made Anderson “food czar” with 
final authority over production, 
prices and rationing. They sub- 
stituted a provision restricting his

The original version provided 
that no price regulation could be 
enacted by the OPA administrator 
or “any other person” without 
prior approval of the secretary of 
agricultyre. . As redrafted, it pro- 
vides that no person can order 
any price regulation without the 
secretary’s “written approval.” 

The conferees strengthened An- 
derson’s hand in dealing with the 
meat black market by adopting a 
house amendment which’ would 
permit him to certify nonfederally 
inspected slaughterhouses to ship 
meat between states. It would em- 
power him to refuse certification 
to any plant if he felt its products 
would enter illegal trade channels 
and revoke certificates for any 
firm with “unsatisfactory” trade 
practices. 

Proponents believe it will break 
the “bottleneck” in military meat 
supplies by making possible mili- 
tary purchases of meat from “cer- 
tified” nonfederally inspected 
plants. It. also would ease the 
tight supply problem in big cities 
which now depend almost solely 
on federally-inspected meat that 
can be shipped across state lines.

It looked 
very much like the newsreel shots 
of a blazing oil well only worse, 
for this fire was feeding on highly 
refined gasoline and live ammuni- 
tion. Greasy black smoke rose in 
a huge column from the stern of 
the ship, shot through with angry 
tongues of cherry-red flame. 


AMMUNITION TOUCHED OFF 


Blinding white flashes appeared 
continuously as ready ammunition 
in the burning planes or in the 
gun galleries was touched. off. 
Every few minutes the whole 
column of smoke would be swal- 
‘lowed in a great burst ot flame as 
‘another belly tank exploded or as 
| the blaze reached another pool of 
gasoline flowing from the broken 
aviation fuel lines on the hangar 
deck below. 

For more than an hour there 
was no visible abatement in the 
fury of the flames. They would 
seem to die down slightly as hun- 


water and chemicals were poured 
on them, only to burst forth more 
hungrily than ever as some new 
explosion occurred within the 
stricken ship. 

The carrier itself was listing, 
and as each new stream of water 
was poured into her, the angle in- 
creased more dangerously. Crip- 
pled as she was she ploughed 
ahead at top speed, and the wind 
that swept her decks blew the 
flames and smoke astern over the 
fantail, prevented the blaze from 
spreading forward on the flight 
deck and through the island struc- 
ture. Trapp’. on the fantail itself, 


hind them, and no way of know-:- 
ing how much of the ship remain- 
ed on the other side of that fiery 
wall. 


HORRIBLE SIGHT 


Then, somehow, other men man- 
aged to break out of the huge 
openings in the side of the hangar 
deck, and I saw the interior of 
the ship. That, I think, was the 
most horrible sight of all. The 
hangar deck was a raging blast 
furnace, white-hotits entire length. 
Even from where I stood the glow 
of molten metal was unmistakable. 

By this time the explosions had 
ceased and a cruiser and three 
destroyers were able to venture 
alongside with hoses fixd in their 


rigging. Like fire-boats in harbor, 


'they pumped great streams of wa- 


ter into the ship, and the smoke, 
at last, began to take on that gray- 
ish tinge which showed that some- 
where a flame was dying. 

Up on the bridge meanwhile, 

Capt. George A. Seitz, the skipper, 
was concerned about the list his 
ship had developed. He resolved 
to take a gambling chance. Throw- 
ing the Bunker Hill into a 70-de- 
gree he heeled her cautiously over 
onto the opposite beam so that the 
tons of water mae had accumu- 
lated on one side were suddenly 
swept across the decks and over- 
board on the other. This wall of 
water carried the heart of the 
hangar deck fire with it. 
That was the turning point in 
this modern battle of the Bunker 
Hill. After nearly three hours of 
almost hopeless fighting, she had 
brought her fires under control, 
and though it was many more 
hours before they were completely 
extinguished, the battle was won 
and the ship had been saved. 

A goodly thick book could not 
record all the acts of heroism that 
were performed aboard that vali- 
ant ship today. 

There was the executive offi- 
cer, Cmdr. H. J. Dyson, who was 
standing within 50 feet of the sec- 
ond bomb when it exploded and 
who was injured badly, yet re- 
fused medical aid and continued 
to fight the blaze until it was safe- 
ly under control. 

There was the squad of Marines 
who braved the white heat of the 
hangar deck to throw every bomb 
and rocket out of a near-by stor- 
age room. 

But the most fruitful work of 
all, perhaps, was performed by the 
pilots of the almost fuelless planes 
that had been circling overhead 
for a landing when the ship was 
struck. In the hours that fol- 
lowed, nearly 300 men went over- 
board, and the fact that 269 of 
these were picked up by other 
ships in. the fleet was due, in no 
small measure, to the work of 
these sharp-eyed airmen. 

COMB EVERY INCH 

Although our own flight deck 
had been cleared for their use and 
they had been instructed to land 
on it, these pilots kept combing 
every inch of the surface of the 
sea, tearing packets of dye marker 
from their own life jackets and 
dropping them to guide destrovers 
and other rescue vessels to the 
little clusters of men they saw 
clinging to bits of wreckage below 
them. 

Calculating their fuel supply to 
a hair’s breadth, some of them 
came aboard us with such a close 
margin that a single wave-off 
would have sent them and their 
planes into the sea before they

EYES FLASH FIRE 

As he was hauled aboard in a 
breeches buoy across the churning 


water that separated us from the 
‘speedy destroyer that had brought 


him alongside, he looked tired and 
old and plain, downright mad. His 
deeply lined face was more than 
weather-beaten—it looked like a 
badly eroded hill. But his eyes 
flashed fire and vengeance. He 
was a man who had a score to set- 
tle with the Japs and who would 
waste no time going about it. He 
had plans that the Japs will not 
like, not at all. 

But the enemy is already on the 
losing end of the Bunker Hill box- | 
score, Since she arrived in the Pa- 
cific in the fall of 1943, the Bunk- 
er Hill has participated in every 
major strike. She was initiated at 
Rabaul, took part in the invasions 
of the Gilberts and the Marshalls, 
pounding at Kwajalein and Eni- 
wetok. With Task Force 58 she 
has struck twice at Tokyo and also 
at Truk, the China coast, the Ryu- 
kus, Formosa, the Bonins, Iwo! 
Jima and Okinawa. | 

During this time the pilots of 
her air groups have sunk or dam- 
aged nearly a million tons of Jap. 
shipping. They have shot 475 ' 
enemy planes out of the air, 169 
of them during the vast two 
months. In two days here off 
Okinawa, they splashed 67 Nippo- 
nese aircraft, and the ship herself 
has brought down 14 more by anti- 
aircraft fire. 

On a raid last March at Kure 
harbor, when the Japanese fleet 
was hiding out in the Inland sea, 
Bunker Hill planes scored direct 
bomb hits on three carriers and 
one heavy cruiser, and then sent 
nine torpedoes flashing into the 
side of the enemy’s beautiful new 
battleship, Yamoto. 

That is our side of the boxscore. 


JAP BOXSCORE 

In the Jap column stands the 
fact that at the cost of three pilots 
and three planes today the enemy 
killed a probable total of 392 of 
our men, wounded 264 others, de- 
stroyed about 70 planes and wreck- 
ed a fine and famous ship. The 
flight deck of that ship tonight 
looks like the crater of a volcano. 
One of the great 50-ton elevators 
has been melted in half. 

Gun galleries have been de- 
stroyed and the pilots’ ready rooms 
demolished. Virtually the entire 
island structure with its catwalks 
and platforms is a twisted mass of 
steel, and below decks tonight, hos- 
pital corpsmen are preparing 352 
bodies for burial at sea, starting at 
noon tomorrow. 

But the ship has not been sunk. 
Had it been, it would have taken 
years to build another. As it is 
the Bunker Hill will steam back 
to Bremerton Navy Yard under 
her own power and there will be 
repaired. While she remains there, 
one American carrier with a hun- 
dred or so planes and a crew of 
3,000 men will be out of action. 
But within a few weeks she will | 
be back again, sinkifig more ships, | 
downing more planes and bomb-| 
ing out more Japanese airfields. | 

Perhaps her next task will be to 
cover the invasion of Tokyo itself.
